F. NO. 6/3/93-EPC. —In exercise of the powers conferred under 
Paragraph 16 of the Export & Import Policy, 1992—97, as amended, the 
Director General of Foreign Trade hereby makes the following amendments 
in the Handbook of Procedures (Vol. I) :— 

In Chapter VI, the marginal heading of Paragraph 105 will be 
deleted and replaced by tie following :— 

"Monitoring of Export Obligation/Extension of Export Obligation 
period." 

2. In Chapter VI, after sub-paragraph (c) of Paragraph 105, the 
following sub-paragraph shall be added :—, 

"(d) The export obligation period will commence from the date of 
the issue of the EPCG Licence. The specified period of fulfilment 
of export obligation is given in Paragraph 38 of the Policy. The 
Committee of Secretaries/EPCG Committee at Headquarters may 
consider, on merits, request for extension in export obligation 
period and grant one or more extensions but not exceeding a total 
period of one year from the date of expiry of the original export 
obligation period. The Committee of Secretaries/EPCG Committee at 
Headquarter may also consider regularisation of shortfall upto 5% 
in the export obligation."
